Carrying Oil. 


A cargo may consist of several quali- 


ties of oil, and these are separated from 
each, other by narrow water spaces. 
Some two years ago a sailing vessel was 
built by the Barrow Shipbuilding com- 
pany to the order of an Antwerp firm. 
She was designed to carry petroleum in 
bulk in competition with the steamers. 
The success attendant upon this new de- 
parture may lead to the more extensive 
construction of vessels of a similar nat- 
ure. Petroleum vessels cannot be used 
for any other purpose on account of their 
peculiar arrangement and smell. A pro- 
posal to carry palm oil in a similar man- 
ner has been found impracticable on ac- 
count of the corrosive ingredients which 
attack the steel instead of preserving ity 
as petroleum does. 


Apropos to this departure in British 


shipbuilding it is stated that the Per- 
sians as far back as 1760 were known to 
carry petroleum in bulk in their own 
vessels on the Caspian. Petroleum car- 
riers are generally fitted with electric 
light, so as to insure a minimum of risk 
from fire. With every precaution that 
modern science can suggest the carriage 
of this oil is beset with much difficulty 
and danger.—Chambers' Journal.

Sending Letters by Wire. 


What is termed telpherage, or the con- 


veyance of parcels by electricity along 
lines of wires placed overhead, is little 
known in this country beyond the stage 
of experiment. We have little real need 
of this device to assist commercial busi- 
ness. In South America, however, tel- 
pherage schemes appear to be pjopitious 
to the speculator, and a line "has been 
constructed 180 miles long, which places 
Buenos Ayres and Montevideo in com- 
munication. Across the La Plata there 
is a swing for the wires of nineteen 
miles, and the initial start for this jour- 
ney is afforded by two towers 270 feet in 
height. It is intended to dispatch letter 
boxes between the two cities at intervals 
of two hours.—New York Journal.

REFOKM. 


The Secretary of the Navy annonnoes 


bin intention to reform abuses ID the navy 
yard». 
He admits what (be Democrata 


have charged, that the employment of la- 
bor at the navy yards has been made a po- 
liiiotl consideration, debaachiog local and 
national politics, and destructive of the 
Government service and is an nicer1 on the 
naval administrative system which he pro- 
poses to oat out. Some years ago the use 
of the navy yards as a partisan machine, 
was made apparent in California. 
What 


was called the "tape worm" ticket was 
devised by the politicians to perpetuate 
tbcir lease of office. 
These tickets were 


small pieces of pasteboard on which the 
names of the favored candidates were printed 
so clo-ely in fine type, Ihtt it was impossi- 
ble to scratch the name of a candidate, and 
write, print or paite the name of another 
in its stead. The foremen at Vallejo, who 
were receiving pay from the General Gov 
ernment, were directed to hand each and 
every employe in the yard one of those 
tickets and direct him to keep it in plain 
Tie* until be handed it to the election in- 
spectors at the ballot box, and trusted tools 
of the bosses were detailed to see that the 
instructions were obeyed. A few who as- 
serted their manhood and exeroisec1 the 
prerogative of American citizens, by •voting 
for wbooi they pleased, were promptly dis- 
charged aud informed that they could no! 
work tot the United States. 


Thisi was but an instance ot the manner 


in which the navy yards were prostituted 
to farther the (schemes of partisans, an-) 
prolong the power of politicians. At every 
navy yard the working fotce was increased 
a few months before an election, care be- 
ing taken to employ no person who wonlc 
not pledge himself to support the ticket in 
doraecl by the bosses. 
This method was 


adopted in Maine last Fall when the force 
at the Eittery Navy Yard was increased te 
yond all the reqiiremtnts of the public 
service to secure voiea for Bi-ed, who, i 
was feared, might be defeated by reason o 
his 
arbitrary and 
despotic rulings a 


Speaker. 


If Secretary Tracy will inaogurate and 


carry out reforms that will end poiitii a 
corruption in the navy yards and 
xfonn

Slates against dismissal for voting for ih 
men and the principles of thwir choice, h 
will deserve the respect and esteem o 
every American citizen, who believes in i 
free ballot.

held its own againi-t the whites, and the 
latter have steadily increased at a more 
rapid ruts than the colored. 


A special bulletin prepared by the oen us 


officixl* gives the populatiou of the South 
Atlantic and Southern Central States, Mis- 
souri and Kanans by races. The total pop- 
ulation embraced in this connt ii given as 
23,875,259, ol which 1C.8G8, 205 are unite, 
6,996,106 are colored and 10,888 are Chi 
neae, Jupunese iind ludiuos. In the Stitt-s 
included tb«ru are fifteen-sixteenths of ihe 
entire colored population of the United 
States. 
In 1830 there were nearly Six col- 


ored inhabitants to tnn whites, and thin 
proportion has been reduced to about four 
colored to ten whites at the present time.

Moor CatHs. 


The moor baths, of which much it 


now heard, and which are provided at 
many Austrian and German health re- 
sorts, were first used at Franzensbad. In 
1823 Dr. Poschmann, a physician there, 
believed that he hail found in them a 
new ciirsitivo medium, and they have 
since become popular. Some physicians 
still question their efficacy, while others 
in Austria and Germany rely upon them 
to render good service in many maladies. 
Though the bath is composed of peat or 
moor earth to which enough water has 
been added to make a thick paste of the 
mass, yet the peat is different from that 
which is extracted from a bog in Ireland 
or Scotland. 


In both Ireland and Scotland the peat 


is used as fuel; at Franzensbad the min- 
eralized peat will not serve such a pur- 
pose. The bog from which it is extract- 
ed has been saturated throughout count- 
less ages with mineral water, and the 
product is a strong chemical compound. 
Thus a moor bath is n mineral bath in a 
concentrated form, and effects are pro- 
duced upon the system by taking a 
course of these baths which cannot be 
produced, according to experts, by any 
mineral water.—Blackwood's Magazine.

At BT&ivrh ostimaso 12,000 voting ., „- 


men were thrown out of employment the 
laat of the year from fche retail dry goods 
stores of New York city. One firm alone 
dismissed 1,100 women and girls and an- 
other 700. These nnfortnnate little mar- 
tyrs of commerce and circumstances 
were for the most part "extras,'1 hirec 
in November and December for the holi- 
day trade at salaries that barely paid for 
car fare, lunches and the, wear and tear 
of clothing. 
One manager, when ap- 


proached on the subject, said: "I was 
ashamed to tell a girl who wanted an en- 
gagement the wages, and so dismissed 
her. It was less than her living would 
cost. And yet, what can I do? If wo- 
men offer to come here to clerk for fifty 
cents a day why should I offer her $1?" 


The trouble is women do not proper- 


ly value themselves. They are alone in 
the world, dependent on their own en- 
ergies; they want a chance, a footing, an 
opening—anything that will enable a 
beginning. 
In their desperation they 


will work for almost nothing, and once 
in a position, have not the bravery to 
assert themselves by properly valuing 
their services. 
Time goes on, the star- 


vation wages are accepted, and not only 
does the individual suffer, but the whole 
community of labor is affected by the 
lower standard of resulting prices. 


What the working girls of New York 


need is less poetry, less kitchen garden- 
ing, 
less aestheticism, less patronage, 


and a regular lecture on business tactics. 
She has no library, she does not take a 
newspaper, and if she is to know her 
worth the value of honest, earnest labor 
and the relation her skill and industry 
bear to capital, she must be instructed' 
by sermon, speech or address.. As it is, 
she is groping in the dark and growing 
the plant of experience fog." bepself, but 
it is sad gardening, for there are thorns 
instead of fruit, nnd in the leaves is 
poison.—New York World.
